The  tire  department  consists  of  five  engineers,  100  engineiaexiy 
50  to  each  engine,  and  13  men  on  Kenrick  Hose  Co.  No.  1. 

The  fire  apparatus  consists  of  Franklin  Engine  No.  1,  locate<l 
on  Main  Street  in  Franklin,  with  hose  carriage,  about  450  feet  of 
2-inch  leading  hose,  pipes,  nozzles,  buckets,  axes,  and  other  equip- 
ments necessary  for  a  well  organized  engine  compau)^,  alJ  in  good 
condition. 

Stark  Fire  Engine  Co.  No.  0,  located  on  Central  Street,  Frack- 
lin  Falls,  with  hose  carriage,  450  feet  of  leading  hose,  pipes,  noz- 
zles, axes,  buckets,  and  other  equipments  for  a  well  organized  fire 
engine  company,  all  in  fair  condition. 

C.  C.  Kenrick  Hose  Co.  No.  1,  located  on  Central  Street,
